advisers 
in the 
prosecution of the war and in the mak­ 
ing of peace. The vituperation direct­ 
ed against Mr. Baruch was fomented, 
there is every reason to believe, by the 
vicious political element which was 
bent upon destroying Woodrow Wil­ 
son at any price and which thought to 
do him harm by traducing Mr. Baruch. 
For months all sorts of outrageous 
falsehoods were whispered about as 
to Mr Baruch’s activities at Washing­ 
ton in such a way as to create deep 
and 
widespread 
prejudice 
against 
him yet without offering him a chance 
to meet and refute these slanders as 
he easily could have done. 
Mr. Ba­ 
ruch’s bearing throughout this bitter 
experience has been admirable. 
He 
has not murmured or complained and 
has trusted confidently to time to do 
justice. Usually it does nor is Mr. Ba­ 
ruch’s case to prove 
an 
exception. 
Most of the farmers and business men 
in the South who railed against him 
because they believed he had been 
responsible for the break in the price 
of cotton have found out their error; 
and there has just been placed in the 
Congressional Record a letter written 
by Mr. Baruch to Senator Kenyon in 
which it is shown how false and ma­ 
licious wras the charge that Mr. Baruch 
had anything to do with fixing the 
price of copper, the story which Ms 
enemies rolled under their tongue. 
Few men in America did as nota­ 
ble war service as did Mr. Baruch and 
the economic 
sections 
of the peace 
treaty which he helped frame have 
yet to be subjected to criticism. It is 
interesting to 
learn 
authoritatively 
that not only does the record show 
that Mr. Baruch had no part what­ 
ever in price fixing but he gave up his 
business absolutely from the time the 
war started, disposed of his every in­ 
terest that might possibly have affect­ 
ed his activities in Washington, neith­ 
er bought nor sold any stocks, bonds 
or commodities and paid every cent of 
his own expenses in Washington, at 
Paris and in all his journeyings while 
engaged in 
government service, in­ 
cluding rent for his office and the sal­ 
aries for his secretary and stenograph­ 
er. 
It is a disgraceful thing that men 
like Bernard M. Baruch and Charles 
M. Schwab in their effort to serve 
their country patriotically should have 
had to encounter such outrageous and 
indecent attacks as have been made 
upon them. It is comforting, however- 
to feel that Jefferson was right in his 
conviction that only the truth has 
power to harm permanently.

Scientists Satisfied to Accept Ancient 
Explanation of the Magnetism 
of Earth’s Surface. 


It was shown by Gilbert in tile year 
1(500 flint the facts then known about 
the magnetic condition of the earth's 
surface could be explained by assum­ 
ing that the earth was a uniformly 
magnetized sphere, the magnetic poles 
of which approximated to the gee 
graphical poles. 
With small modifies 
finns this theory has been accepted 
universally, but the cause of tile mag 
net ism is s'till completely obscure. 
Ii 
is well known that the compass needle 
points approximately north and south 
over the whole <»f the globe, except in 
the Arctic and the Antarctic regions. 
The variation from the true north— 
namely, the angle between the direc­ 
tion of the compass at a certain place 
and the line of longitude through that 
place—Ss called the “declination” for 
that place. 
Also in northern latitudes 
the north-seeking end of the needle 
points or flips downward, while in the 
southern hemisphere the reverse is the 
case. 
For navigation purposes the amount 
of the declination at various parts of 
tile surface of the earth is set out in 
charts, which, however, have to be 
corrected from time to time.

A broad diagonal section 
of this silk ensign was left at 
the 
farthest goal of earth, and a diagonal 
strip of the same flag was deposited 
in a glass bottle by Peary, together 
with his records and a message, and 
was placed in a space between the ice 
blocks of a pressure ridge. 
Four other flags were left at the 
polo; the colors of the Delta Kappa 
fraternity, the World's Ensign of Lib­ 
erty and Peace (red, white and blue, 
in a field of white), the flag of the 
Navy league, and the Red Cross flag. 
All that Peary had left of the North 
pole flag was flying at the masthead of 
the Roosevelt when it brought Peary 
safely back from his journey to the

Paris, June 6.—Dr. John Finley 
has arrived in Paris after a six 
weeks* journey through Central Eu­ 
rope, in the course of which he 
passed three 
time s through Ger­ 
many—twice at the north and once 
at the south—visited the new re­ 
pulses of Letvia, Esthonia, Finland, 
Poland, 
Czechoslovakia , Austria 
and Hungary and met many of the 
leading

He reached Strasbourg late Sat­ 
urday night and proceeded on foot 
across Alsace, where he found all 
the villages en fete and nearly ev­ 
ery house flying Joan of Arc ban­ 
ners.
